‘tae China-Japan war, as wa haya en~ 
deavoured: to forecast. it and to follow 
its course, has been regarded by us os 
a noteworthy phaso in the development 
of modern ciyilisation.. We-say modern 
civilisation, because we have been wat- 
ohing the adaptation to modern require- 
ments of certdin systems of’ so-called 
administration which have laid claim to 
the possession of civilising imfluences, 
from an Oriental ‘point of vidw, for 
thousands of years. It is not necessary 
to dwell upon the causes’ which led up 
to the outbreak of hostilities between 
the Chinese. and Japanese over the 
suzerainty or the internal condition of 
the Korean Kingdom. The Japanese 
Government seem to have taken some 
pains to explain the ‘reasons. which led 
them into this war, while China has not 
considered it* necessary or desirable to 
do so. Still, apart from these initial 
consideritions, a state of war has reault- 
ed, and the two powers are now measur- 
ing ewords in the presénes of the ontire 
world. Electricity and the newspaper 
correspondent now tond. to invest every 
war with an international and universal 
importance, apart: from formal treaties 
or other internations! understandings. 
As this conflict happens: to be in ‘Asia, 
and Great:. Britain. possesses -a- pre- 
ponderant interest in that hemisphere, 
the political bearings of this struggle may 
involve duties upon England of which the 
casual onlocker cannot take accurate note, 
But from the standpoint of Western 
observation the war may teach lessons 
which are outside of those considerations 
which appentto tho interestsof anyapecial 
nationality. To our mind, the war now 
being waged between China and Japan is 
a duel between two nations upoa which 
were supposed to have been grafted tha 
improved methods of the West. For over 
thitty years these innovations have been 
popularly .-believed to have been ‘in- 
troducing s wholesome leavon into the 
macadamised Conservatism of Chinese 
modes of thought and action. Inthe 
one channel. of customs-collection, the 
incomparable service which- is now un- 


der the control of Sir Robert Hart, is a 
living and unanswerable witness. War- 
ehips of a modem type buve also been 
purehased, forty have been built, and 
puns of the most approved type have 

een secured, Military and naval in- 
struction has been’ imparted to the 
Chinese by competent European officers, 
and an air-of.advancément and of 
adoptation. to European. methods has 
been given more or less to the Chinese 
services. Every effort of this. nature 
has, we are afraid, acted like the new 
patches upon the old'garments and tha 
new wine in the worn-out wine-skins. 
The Chinese odlicial system of universal 
corruption has been coated over with a 
voueer of European novelties, and a large 
amount of. tha monoy ‘spent. in the 
venedring bas been put into the pockets 
of the vast army of astute official, rob- 
bers to whom. the empire of.China now 
owes its temporary discomfture,. Ja- 
pan, on the other hand, possessing little 
more than a tenth of tha ‘population of 
its leviathan ‘tival,” lias girt its loins 
and formed the determination to take 
rank with the more advanced nations of 
the world. . During. the Inst fifteen 
years Japan has strained every nerve to 
absorb into its political system all (he 
features ot estern’ administration 
which would secure tha achievement of 


— a oeeer aan ° . 
to introduce personal ‘abuse of your - 
contemporaty’s ‘charscler, -his’ sources 
of. newa, or the accuracy of his telegra- | 
phio despatches, All these ecco = 
ties; however, appear.to ba ruling the 
Earopsan press up North;. and ifthe 
one half ofthese worthy gentlemen 
were subsidised. by Japan, and the other 
half by Ohina, they could not possibly: 
introdoca more heated language than * 
they do: now when mferring to each 
other.- It would perlnps be more in 
keeping with the dignity of journalism, 
and furnish a better example to the 
native press of the two balligerents, if 
those journaliatic belligerents would ar= 
rango an armistice among themselves 
and suepond hostitities for a time.

A WAIL FROM LIVERPOOL. 

In their weekly Steamship Circular, dated 
Bteptember 20, Mossre HH. E. Mors and Co. 
write :— 

We deeply ragret our inability to speak 
more hopefully of Shipping Property than we 
did in our last ciroular deted February 2nd, 
1994, the long continued deprension in freights 
not only still exists, but ia more strongly 
accentuated, aod we fear that many voyages 
now in process, will not only not result in a 
profit ta the ShipOwner, but in some instances 
show o loss; th ° is also a marked shriok- 
agein tonnage te iremepts and the greatest 
diffoulty is expecienced in fixing ready 
veasels. 

This fact haa had a very marked affect oa 
building, and comparatively fow orders bave 
boen given out since January except from 
catablished and powerful lines, and as 4 
result Ship Builders are exceedingly anxious 
to secure tham and have made large sacrifi- 
oes by quoting wnusually low prices; this ap- 
plies to steamers only, as orders for sailing 
ships (except a fow for foreign aosount) are 
almost unknown. Prices for building have 
not varied very much ; builders’ quotations 
for several months past having reached a 
vanishing point—eas far 89 profits are oon- 
cerned—and several yards are now closed 
for want of orders, 

One good feature, howaver, ie tho passing 
of the New American Tariff Bill, which haa 
already orented a better feeling, not only in 
the States, bat in this Country, and we have 
no doubt it will have a beneficial effect all 
over the world, and thus contribute in re- 
auecitating our former prosperity. A till 
further improvement in the value of Silver 
would also help in thia direction, 

At this period of the year wo seldom give 
any etatistics, but the purchases of old aom- 
pound boats are still going on; the foreigner 
with hia freedom from the restrictions im- 
pesedon English owners, ovidently being able 
to make a profit out of vessels it would ruia 
us to work. 

The War unhappily commenced between 
China and Japan hae given employment to 
several steamers cow in [astern Waters, 
with the sad resuit of the sioking by the 
Japanese of ove steamer carrying troops, 
and the loss of valuable British lives, bat 
(with one exception only) without raising 
aoy demand in Europe; from the beat in- 
formation we can get, tha supply of 
tonnage on the spot ia amply sufficient to 
supply both belligerent, 

The supply of obsolete tounage seems 
ioexhaustible ; many have been sold at 
breaking up prices, but many more are still 
available and we repeat our advice to holders 
of unis class of property—viz., to get olear 
of it at any price and as quickly as possible, 

Tho increasing number of tureiga-owned 
steamers in the special trade of the United 
Kingdom, isa factor that should engage the 
cureful attention of our Board of Trade, and 
we hope to ace the subjeot fully ventilated 
in the House of Commons carly in the next 
Session and that it may eventually lead to 
somo modification of recent legislatton.

TAPPING THE TRADE OF WESTERN 
CHINA. 


Road in tho light of the knowledge that 
the trade with Western Ohina has almoat 
dunbled in the course of the last pear, Mr 
Holt Hallett’s comments on the Anglo-Ohi- 
ness Convention aro amusing, The Bhamo 
route to Weetera Chins is not the one whieb 
Mr Hallett favours; he has persistently ex- 
to!’ed mnother route altogether; and consa- 
quently, he thinks that uo good thing cau 
come out of Bhamo, The route thence to 
Western China is the worst possible routo 
with the least conceivable trade, It follows 
a path hardly ft for goats, he says, 

The burden of Mr Hallett’s joremiad is 
that France, unburdened with any eonven- 
tion, in to be free to ‘ push her goods’ over 
comparatively easy rotites on the sonthert 
frontier of China, while we are to context 
ourselves with the paths not fit for goats 
beyond Bhamo, O wiousls in that cane, 
Frances must get the bulk of the trade. 
That ia the imevitabla result according to 
Mr Ballett’s theorfes, but facts, so far, do 
not promise to fulfil his gloomy forebodings. 
We oanpo, toa trade doubled in one year, 
in spite of the goat track route, while the 
French have nothing mora tangible to con- 
gratulate themselves on thau having got a 
gunhoat over ome rapids, 

Mr Hollett talks of the French pushing 
their goods soross the frantier, as if the 
developing a trade involved nothing beyond 
‘puahiog’ goods beyond a cerlain boundary, 
An easy route is doubtless ove factor in de- 
veloping q trade, but other considerations 
qume isto play as well, and the jmmense 
trade wlth Western China of which eothns 
siasts dreata will never come into existence 
until numerous changes are effected. Thera 
must bo better government in Wostera 
China with less bleeding by. the officials; 
and the trade routes want artificial improv- 
ing. The best natural trade route requires 
something more than xature gives,

THE LATE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE. 
RY THE PRESENT LORDATREL 
SUSTICR, 

The September number of the North 
American Review contains somo interesting 
reminiscences of the late Lord Coteridge by 
his successor on the Benoh, Lord. Russell of 
Killowen, It is pleasantly and gracefully 
written, and bears token of the friendship 
which the writer entertained for the subject 
of his sketeh. Of Lord Coleridge's early 
career at Eton and Salliol Lord Russell is 
unable to speak ; but during a large part of 
fis oareer af the Bar he was in close contact 
with the late judge, Indeed, be waa at an 
early period of his own professtonal life con- 
corned with Lord Coleridge in sore cele- 
brated cases. ‘It was my own good fortune 
to havo heen concerned (playing very minor 
ports), soon after I was called to the Bar, 
in three causes which brought bim great 
renowa. The first of these was the Wind- 
ham lunacy ease, in which Sir Hugh Qairos 
and Mr Joho Karalake appeared tor Wind- 
tum, Mr Coleridge for the lady whom 
Windham had marricd and Mr Montagu 
Chambere and Mr Field faow Lord Field) 
for General Windham, the petition, I held 
a watehing brief for Lady Guibilie, the 
mother of Mr Windham, If Sir Hugh 
Cairne’s apeeoh was the greatest and Mr 
Montage Chambers tha most vigorous, Mr 
Coleridge’s waa certainly the most graceful 

and eloquent delivered on that occasion.’ 

In the course of tha three eases to which 
Lord Russell alludes there occurred an episode 
whioh, as told by Lord Ruesell, is likely to 
go the round of the newspapers, The vase, 
which created considerable aunsation at the 
time, was an actiun brought by an Irish lady,

Lord Coleridge: Vray, Mr Evarts, how 
do chents pay their lawyers with you?
